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1 . This is first Office action the merits for application serial number 1 0/633458 filed 
08/04/03. This Office action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed 08/04/03. 
The preliminary amendment included claims 1-7. Claim 8 should appear with the status 
identifier (canceled) as claims 1-8 were originally presented. 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 

with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 

required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: it is unclear which specification the 
declaration pertains to as both "attached hereto" and "filed on..." have been 
checked. 

3. It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/CN02/001 14, filed 02/26/02. A reference to the prior application 
must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the 
prior application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) or 120. See 37 CFR 1 .78(a). For benefit 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, the reference must include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. Also, 
the current status of all nonprovisional parent applications referenced should be 
included.

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4. Claims 1 -7 are objected to because of the following informalities: "the cross 
beam" in claims 1 and 2 lacks antecedent basis, "the upper pivot and lower pivot on 
pole" lack antecedent basis in claims 1 and 2, in claim \% "each of the lateral side" 
should read - - each of the lateral sides - -, in claims 6 and 6 it is unclear which of the 
scissors frames "said scissors frame" references, and claim 8 should appear with the 
status identifier (canceled). Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 4. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

6. Claims 1-7 contain allowable subject matter and will be allowed if amended to 
overcome the objections above. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
